Som e o f th e Itest P o in ts In H e r P roposed 
C onstitution. 


B i s m a r c k , July 21st.—The Constitutional 
Convention has been given a surprise by 
the presentation of a complete Constitu­ 
tion, which will be considered during the 
present week. This Constitution is said to 
have been prepared with great care and 
after consultation with some of the greatest 
constitutional lawyers in the Union. 
In 
m any respects it is identical with articles 
already introduced. 
It is a compilation of 
tbs best provisions of -the Constitutions of 
the different States and United States fitted 
to North Dakota. 
W ith regard to taxation it has no specific 
provisions, embodying the W isconsin con­ 
stitutional provision on this subject, which 
provides that the rate of taxation shall be 
uniform upon property made subject to 
taxation by the Legislature, leaving the 
power of regulating the m ethod of taxation 
w ith the Legislature. 
It also provides that the property of non­ 
residents shall not be taxed at a higher rate 
than residents’. It gives the Legislature 
power to fix passenger arid freight rates of 
railroads and transportation companies, the 
rates to be reasonable, and the Courts to 
decide w hat are reasonable rates. 
It prohibits the loaning of the credit of 
the State to any association or corporation, 
and vests judicial power in a Court of Im ­ 
peachment, consisting of the Senate, Su­ 
prem e Court, District Courts, County Courts 
and Justices of the Peace, thus providing 
for the establishm ent of County Courts. 
It lim its the Judges of theSuprem e Court 
to three, which may be increased after five 
years. 
It provides against female suffrage. 
The House of Representatives shall con­ 
sist of not less than seventy-five nor more 
than one-hundred and tw enty members, 
and the Senate shall be not less than one- 
third nor more than one-half the size of 
the House. Each organized county shall 
be entitled to at least one mem ber of the 
House. 
Senators are divided into two 
c 'asses, one to ¡be elected for two years and 
the other four. 
It provides for biennial sessions of the 
Legislature not exceeding ninety days. 
Two-thirds of the members elect may over­ 
ride the veto power. 
It is against the m inority representations 
providing for the elections by a plurality 
vote. 
It gives the Legislature full power to 
regulate the liquor license. 
A ny coal lands which the State may 
acquire in the Congressional grant shall 
never be sold, but m ay be leased. The 
school fund shall be invested in United 
States bonds, bonds of the State or first 
mortgage securities of *he State at not more 
than the value of the land. The school 
fund shall be considered a trust fund, the 
interest to be used for the schools, and in 
case of loss of any part of the principal the 
State mu3t m ake it good. 
It prohibits the passage of special laws. 
The property of the wife before marriage 
and what she may acquire during marriage 
shall be exem pt from execution on claims 
against the husband. 
It directs the Legislature to pass liberal 
homestead laws, prohibits foreign corpora­ 
tions from transacting business in the 
State until they appoint an agent in the 
State, who shall be subject to process by 
law. 
It provides no foreigner shall vote 
until two years after he has declared his 
intention to become a citizen, and tbat 
the reading of the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence with lacility shall be considerd a test 
of qualification of a voter. 
No Act of the Legislature shall take ef­ 
fect within sixty days after adjournm ent, 
unless specially provided in the preamble 
or body of the Act. 
This Constitution will furnish abundance 
of m aterial for discussion, and those who 
have read it predict it will be adopted with 
a very few changes. 


A N O TH ER DAM 
BREA K S. 


G reat D evastation in H o cking V alley R e­ 
sults. 
Lancaster (O ), Ju ly 21st.—One of the 
most disasirous storms ever known in 
Hocking Valiey culm inated yesterday in 
the breaking of Sharp’s dam at Sugar 
Grove on the Hocking canal. 
The dam 
held in store a large body of water that 
supplied the lower levels of the canal. The 
heavy rains had filled the reservoir to the 
hanks, when suddenly the dam gave wav, 
and the water went out through the valley, 
taking with it every movable object. 
For twenty miles the soil is plowed up, 
trees and flowers, crops and hundreds of 
live stock were swept away.

Suffering 
B ro u g h t 
A bout 
by 
Foolish 
T r ic k s . 
[From Ihe Youth’s Companion.] 
A young man in Pennsylvania, in a 
spirit of bravado, recently made a bet that 
he could put two billiard balls in his 
mouth at once. 
H e succeeded in doing so, 
but a surgeon had to be summoned to re­ 
move the halls; 
and in order to accom­ 
plish this it was necessary to make a slit 
in each side of the young man’s mouth. 
A ll this disfigurement and pain for a fool­ 
ish piece of daring ! 
F ar more dangerous was the condition 
of another young man, who declared that 
he could put an open penknife into his 
mouth and close his lips. 
H e tried it. 
The nerves of deglutition 
were stim ulated; 
the muscles responded, 
caught the knife, and in an instant it 
slipped down his throat. 
An open pen­ 
knife, w ith its sharp nnd pointed blade, is 
not a pleasant morsel to think of digest­ 
ing. 
A physician was hastily called. 
“ H is 
chance for life is small,” said the doctor.

THE CANADIAN LIKE AGAIN. 


i he New \ ork Evening Post cannot be 
charged with partiality toward railway 
managements. 
T hat journal has been 
taking this question of the com petition of 
th e Canadian Pacific Railway w ith A m eri­ 
can roads under consideration, and while 
¿t speaks as yet w ith conservative caution, 
it is very plain to discern th a t the Post is 
not prepared to accept the Boston idea, 
th at New England m ust be concerned in 
h e r desire to consort w ith the foreign road 
“ t the expense of home lines of transpor­ 
tation. 
A fter stating th a t the testimony 
shows th at New England is firmly opposed 
ic any legislation th at w ill have the effect 
of restricting the traffic ot the Canadian 
lines w hich enter its territory, the Post 
says that last year the case was somewhat 
different. 
Then the fishery question was 
pending, and the statesmen of .'M aine were 
w rought up greatly on the subject of re­ 
taliation upon Canada for antagonism to 
w hat we believed to he our interests. 
“ It appears now that the State of Maine, 
and the city of Portland in particular, are 
the most resolute of all in insisting that 
no such retaliation shall be thought of. 
B ut in this frame of m ind they are not 
very different from Boston. 
Indeed, New 
E ngland has apparently forgotten that 
there is any fishery question, or any such 
place as Gloucester. 
If her views could 
govern, there would be no change in the 
Commerce Act, and no refusal of th e bond­ 
ing privilege to thejCanadiau Pacific R ail­ 
way j extension across our northeast terri­ 
tory. 
This would l<e a very happy ending 
of the dispute if we had to deal merely 
w ith the fishery question, the Irish ques­ 
tion, and the feelings stirred up by the 
Presidential campaign. 
But there is one 
thing more to be considered, and th at is 
w hether we can allow the Canadian roads, 
not equality merely w ith our own roads, 
but an advantage over them in this, that 
th e former arc not subject to the long and 
short beul -'..use of the Commerce Act, 
w hile the latter are. 
T he Canadian roads 
can take through traffic at as low rates as 
they choose, and recoup themselves by 
higher rates on their local traffic. 
The 
Portland Press thinks that although this 
policy is open to them , they will not adopt 
it, because such a course would create a 
public sentim ent in the Dominion that 
■“ would demand and cotn|>el some regula­ 
tions to put an end to th e practice.” 
This 
is a trille hazy, regarded as a condition for 
regulating the railway traffic of several 
m illions ol 
people. 
T he most probable 
course of the Canadian railways would be 
to take w hatever steps would bring them 
th e most money, and then wait and see 
w hat the effect nj>on public sentim ent 
would be. 
It is not w ithin our ex¡>er¡enee 
th a t railways run very far ahead of public 
sentim ent to the detrim ent of their own 
in i eres ts.”

PROPULSION OF VESSELS, 


Dr. Jackson of New 
York and Dr. 
Fleischer of London have each invented 
w hat they claim to lie a new means of 
propelling lioats at a very high rate of 
speed, claim ing th at even thirty miles an 
h o u r may be attained by a heavy passen­ 
ger vessel. 
The invention consists simply 
■of ejecting through a pii»e but little !>elow 
th e surfa-v, a stream of water under pres­ 
sure of 2,550 pounds to the square inch. 
T hey differ only in the application of the 
je t a t different points below the water line, 
in 
the one 
case the 
ejection being 
e ith er side the stern and the prow, aud in 
th e other amidshijis. 
W e do not think 
•we are mistaken when we say that this is 
no new invention. 
W ithin a very few 
years an inventor, of this city, ojierated 
alio st upon the Sacram ento river that was 
propelled by the ej<-etion of streams either 
Aide of the boat at or ju st below the water 
lii»c. 
Tt was abandoned because the cost 
of m aintaining the power was in excess of 
th e benefits of the results. 
W e think that 
a sim ilar invention was tried u|>on Lake 
M ichigan as far back as thirty-five years 
ago, and th at a Baltim ore inventor ex­ 
perim ented many years ago, in the same 
direction. 
But in this we may be in 
error, since the inventions may not have 
been precisely like those just referred to. 
I t is certainly true, however, th at expul­ 
sion of water from a vessel has been many 
tim es considered as a motor, and has 
uniform ly been abandoned. 
It is possible, 
however, that the later inventors have 
-overcome the economic obstacles and have 
•defeated 
w hat 
were 
held to 
be the 
m echanical 
impossibilities 
in 
the use 
o f a 
stream 
of 
w ater 
as 
stated, 
as 
a 
means 
of 
propulsion. 
We 
are assured that Dr. Fleischer has had a 
fair sized vessel running by the means de­ 
scribed, and with success, between K iel 
and Copenhagen. 
Assuming the invention 
to be practicable for the propulsion of 
boats, great advantages and benefits are to 
be seen in it. There will be very much 
less m achinery necessary than in the appli­ 
cation of steam power to wheels or screws. 
T ii' re will l>e very little or no jarring 
m otion transm itted to the ship. 
In one '■ 
case a pum p is to be used, aud this will 


M r. A l e x a n d e r S u l l iv a n , since the

I t is w o rth / to be preached 
to babes; but men know th a t Sullivan 
went to H anford’s residence w ith full 
knowledge th at he was arm ed ; th at the 
habit of pistol-carrying never becomes in­ 
voluntary, and that no man so far forgets 
th at he is armed as to enter upon a diffi­ 
culty w ith another totally oblivious to the 
fact th at he has superior advantage by rea­ 
son of the arms 
he wears. 
A ll this 
talk 
about the habit 
of pistol-carry 
ing 
being 
acquired, 
and 
becoming 
so ingrained th at 
one 
cannot 
lay it 
aside when he comes into society and 
civilization, is the veriest bosh. 
W e 
thought better of Sullivan than th at he 
could be guilty of pleading so weakly. As 
the New Y ork Post well says of the plea : 
S*;ch a habit, if it can be called such, is the 
habit of thinking, when one leaves home in the 
morniog : *• I may want to kill somebody before 
night, so I will take this shooting-iron along, 
although it is a heavy and inconvenient thing 
to lug around, and wears out my clothes.” 
The simple tru th is, we repeat, that 
Sullivan went out to H anford’s home 
armed and knowing the fact, and armed 
with the express purpose of using the 
arms, if his judgm ent or his passion should 
so dictate.

THE COLOR OF BIRDS. 


How it M ay be A ffected by th e Use o f 
C ayenne P ep p er. 
Dr. Sauermann, whose high reputation 
among the physiological societies of the 
world gives great weight to his conclu­ 
sions, has lately made a series of investiga­ 
tions into the effect that cayenne pepper 
has upon birds, fowls, pigeons and other 
species of the feathered family. 
These in ­ 
vestigations were undertaken in connec­ 
tion with the olfeerved tact that canaries 
'*> cayenne pepper acquire a ruddy 
This diet was found only to 
effect stated upon young birds 
- them before they moulted, 
he feathers of the old birds 


was not affected at all, although a consid­ 
erable amount of the pepper was given at 
different times, extending over an interval 
of several weeks. 
M oisture was found to 
facilitate th e change of color to a ruddy 
hue, which was again discharged under 
the influence of sunlight or of a cold, dry 
atmosphere. 
The whole of the pepper is 
not required to produce the change, a por­ 
tion of it being quite inactive, as for ex­ 
ample the piperin and several extractives; 
sim ilarly the red coloring m atter alone 
had no effect on the color of the feathers. 
It is rather the triolein, which occurs in 
the pepper in large quantities, together 
w ith the characteristic pigment, which 
brings about the change of color by hold­ 
ing the red pigm ent of the pepper i"n solu­ 
tion. 
G lycerine may be used instead of 
triolein to bring aliout the same result. 
1 he same statem ent holds good with re­ 
gard to the feeding of birds with aniline 
colors. 
The red pigm ent of the pepper is 
also stored up ¡11 the egg yolk as well as in 
the feathers. 
The first appearance of this 
colored pigm ent in the volk can lie ob­ 
served as a colored ring four davs after the 
commencement of feeding w ith the pig­ 
m ent dissolved in fat. 
Continuing this 
diet for forty-eight hours will result in 
the coloring of the entire yolk. 
As these 
experim ents have proved so instructive 
and interesting they are to be continued 
throughout the present season, when the 
results will be embodied in a report to the 
Berlin Physiological Society.

always be held sacred for his oratorio,

w ith Mile. Boselli, despite his wife and his 
piety. 
H e had her portrait painted, and 
satisfied all her little whims and fancies, 
which, like those of all prime donne, were 
not, of course, inexpensive ones. 
Good 
old, but inconsistent H aydn! 
Remember­ 
ing the predilection his'w ife— Keller, the 
barber’s daughter—had for priests and 
monks, he cannot well be blamed for seek­ 
ing consolation in the society of one of his 
most charm ing singers. 
It is to be hoped 
he stopped here, though, from quite a 
famous compliment which he paid Mrs. 
Billington, it is to be feared he possessed 
the knack of ingratiating him self into the 
favor of the fair sex generally. 
Reynolds 
had painted the songstress as Cecilia listen­ 
ing to celestial music. “ Yes,” said Haydn, 
upon being asked for his opinion, “it is in ­ 
deed a beautiful picture— just like her- 
but—w hat a mistake.” 
“W here?” in ­ 
quired the painter. 
“ W hy, you have 
painted her listening to th e ’ angels, when 
you ought to have represented the angels 
listening to her.” 
By way of extenuation for H aydn, it 
must be adm itted th at ail the master musi­ 
cians have been frail in the m atter of love 
and beauty. 
Beethoven’s love letters con­ 
stitute quite a study in passionate endur­ 
ance, and are much more creditable to him 
th an , the story of his erasing the young 
English musician Bridgetower’s name from 
the dedication of the famous sonata in A, 
and substituting th at of Kreutzer. a man 
whom he had never seen, because lie had 
had some quarrel w ith Bridgetower about 
a b'‘r'—;l version of the story, by the way, 
which is not Beethoven’s. 
Chopin, we 
know, pined away for George Sand ; Dus- 
sek was carried off by a Polish Princess; 
Stradella lost his life through becoming 
enamored of Hortensia, a strikingly beau­ 
tiful Roman lady; Marcello became the 
victim of a hopeless passion for Leonora 
M anfrotti; M ark SmeatOD, an English 
musician of the sixteenth century, paid the 
block penalty 011 Tower H ill for an indis­ 
creet lingering after Anne Bolevn; Bellini 
expired of a broken heart for a sweetheart 
whose father would not let her have him • 
Leonardo da V inci died at the hand of his 
mistress; and there are endless other in­ 
stances not less tragic—others happier in 
every way—arising out of this apparently 
inseparable union of love and music. 


F ac-Siinlle T eleg rap h . 
The fac-simile telegraph, by which man­ 
uscripts, maps or pictures may be transm it­ 
ted, is a species of the autom atic method in 
which the receiver is actuated synchron­ 
ously with its transm itter. 
By Lenoir’s 
method a picture or map is outlined with 
insulating ink upon the cylindrical surf­ 
ace of a rotating drum which revolves un­ 
der a point having a slow movement along 
the axis of the cylinder, and thus the con­ 
ducting point goes over the cylindrical 
surface in a spiral path. 
The 'electrical 
circuit will be broken by every inkm ark 
on the cylinder which is in this path, and 
thereby corresponding marks are made in 
a spiral line by an ink-m arker upon a 
drum at the receiving end. 
To produce 
these outlines it is only necessary th at the 
two drums he rotated in unison. 
This svs- 
tem is of little utility, there being no ap­ 
parent demand for lac simile transmission, 
particularly at so great an expense of 
speed, for it will be seen th at instead of 
making a character of the alphabet by a 
very few separate pulses, as is done'bv 
Morse, the number must be greatly in­ 
creased. 
M any dots become necessary to 
show the outlines of the more complex 
characters. 
The pantelegraph is an inter­ 
esting type of the fac-simile method. 
In 
this form the movements of a pen in the 
w riter’s hand produce corresponding move­ 
ments of a pen at a distant station, and 
thereby a fac-simile record.

CHBISTIAN SCIENCE OB A LIBEBAL 
CHRISTIANITY. 


"W h ich is tlio In clu siv e B pheré ?—Views 1 
E x p ressed in R ev. C. P . M assey’s 
Serm on Y esterday.

A t the services of the F irst U nitarian 
Society yesterday, Rev. C. P . Massey spoke 
from 
Corinthians, 
ii., 
14: 
“ Bnt the 
natural m an receiveth not the thiDgs of 
the spirit of God ; for they are foolishness 
unto him ; neither can he know them, 
because they are spiritually discerned.” 
M r. Massey had announced his subject as 
“ Christian Science and Liberal 
Chris­ 
tianity—W hich is the Inclusive Sphere?” 
H is handling of it, while it was compre­ 
hensive and distinguished by a certainty as 
to individual conviction, was yet character­ 
ized by a m arked generosity of sentim ent 
and a disposition to include all faithful 
ones w ithin the great com m onwealth of 
the Israel of God. The following extract 
from the discourse may indicate as well as 
any other the general drift and scope of 
the arg u m en t: 
The speaker had stated that, in his esti­ 
m ation, Christian science was ever dis­ 
posed to bring w ithin determ ined lines the 
truth w hich liberal Christianity is w illing 
to entertain in its glorious suggestiveness, 
and so went on to say, as far as anything 
can be demonstrated to be a science, liberal 
Christianity is willing to give it coun­ 
tenance ; but as an intelligent lady once 
said to me, to call that science which pos­ 
sesses none of its characteristics is simply 
a contradiction in terms. I spoke of some 
things in religion, in science and in phil­ 
osophy which are felt to be true as specu­ 
lations, and which furnish a foundation 
to build a spiritual belief upon, but which 
cannot from their very nature be brought 
w ithin lines of positive dem onstration. 
Take first that glorious conception that 
Jesus is a natural fact, an illustration ol the 
highest law of nature, of the supremacy of 
spirit over tle-b, of mind over m atter. Here 
is a theory of truth that lifts us to that alti­ 
tude of thought 011 w hich we can conceive 
that by mere access of moral power such 
ower as by purity of life we are each cápa­ 
le of acquiring m any things in this world 
that resist the touch of any less subtle in­ 
fluence wilt yield to exalted character, as 
though swayed by a wand of m ighty 
power. 
Such a belief held tentatively and specu­ 
latively, but reverently, makes Jesus our 
elder brother, a man of like passions with 
ourselves, net separate from us exceptjin 
his exaltation of essential being, and so in­ 
cludes us with him as chi'dren of one com­ 
m on race, and makes us equally with him 
sharers in the race’s possibilities. 
But 
Christipn science has not been contented to 
stop with this grand and lofty ¡confession 
of belief. 
It has abandoned one question­ 
able teaching to take up im m ediately with 
another. 
Jesus is not a God in the old ac­ 
cepted sense, but H e is a m an possessed 
to all intents and purposes of superhum an 
powers: the secret which gave him control 
over the va.-t arcana of nature was his ex­ 
clusively. and has perished with him , and 
so we can no more im agine ourselves as 
placed upon an equality w ith him , than 
though every repudiated circumstance of 
his birth, or ministry was absolutely true. 
I need hardly ask you which is the more 
comforting reflection, this one, or that, 
w hich w ithout thus arbitrarily emphasiz­ 
ing the essential difference between our­ 
selves and him, who was forever the flower 
of our hum anity, iucludes us somehow in 
his nobility and his im m ortality. 
Or, take that ascertained fact within the 
rovince of Science which instructs us of the 
arge dom inion of the m ind—of the mind 
w hich, as it ¡9 presented to our finite dis­ 
cernm ent, reveals itself as the only entity 
in our organism, of which our very bodies 
are vanishing parts. Perhaps it is not any 
extratyeant assumption this, for that fac­ 
ulty . ; our being which is already com ­ 
petent to weigh the stars and calculate their 
courses, and bring their very constituents 
to our knowledge by spectroscopic analysis. 
To magnify this mind of ours, to teach us 
that the spring of all action, the fountain 
of all thought, the seat of health and dis­ 
ease is there, is surely inspiring and enno­ 
bling and calculated to fix our religious 
faith upon firmer foundations. But when 
we try to trace this inter-communication 
between the m ind and the body to its m i­ 
nutest function, we find that what mav be 
true as a theory, is not capable of being 
absolutely demonstrated, or, at least, that 
the connecting links cannot, in all in ­ 
stances, be absolutely discovered. 
Dr. J. M. Charcot, the em inent French 
physician, after years of patient investiga­ 
tion in toe hospitals of Paris, states em­ 
phatically tbat he cannot predicate with ab­ 
solute certainty t he m utual relation existing 
between special portions of the brain and 
special portions of the body, and yet does 
not Christian science assume to erect this 
hypothesis of general connection into a 
dem onstrated science, and undertake to 
effect its enres upon an assumed certainty 
of knowledge? H ere again I feel that 
Christian science would 
lim it a truth 
w hich liberal Christianity would simply 
hold for its inspiring suggestiveness. Be­ 
cause the knowledge already obtained of 
how far mind controls the body cannot be in­ 
definitely extended, no spiritual implication 
is therefore lost. In that wondrous world 
the brain with one inhabitant, the soul of 
m an can bs conceived as sitting upon a 
throne of power, before which material 
things became immediately subject; and I 
doubt much if any faith can outdo our own 
in ever proclaim ing how the dominance of 
th e m ind exists, bnt can only be based 
on moral power, before which all things 
upon the heights and w ithin the depths are 
equally subservient. 
Or take, lastlv, that datum of philoso­ 
phy—that 
our 
knowledge of the ex­ 
ternal world is only a relative knowl­ 
edge, 
derived 
through 
sensation, and 
that as far as any absolute cprtainty is 
concerned it may have no existence out­ 
side of the sensations which present it to 
our thought. 
As a supposition, a speculation, a hypo­ 
thesis, held experim entally and reverently, 
w hat a m ighty power for spiritual instruc­ 
tion this belief may be conceded to possess. 
It gives us faith lo believe that all this ex­ 
ternal universe, this realm of matter, of 
physical resistance, is indeed but a shadow 
destined to vanish absolutely away, and 
that all that is destiued to survive is some 
principle of being, of which in our most 
exalted mom ents we feel ourselves to be a 
part. 
And I ask you if anything is really 
gained by any springing to the absolute 
negation of w hat our senses are constantly 
reporting as solid and substantial! Ideal 
philosophy 
never intended 
to go this 
length, its'onjec! is to show the relativity of 
hum an knowledge, not to disprove the 
world of sense. Such ideas carried to an 
extreme can breed only mischief among 
men. To boast everything as God even, 
m ay lead to sad results. 
B at the truths 
suggested by ideal philosophy may be 
greatly valuable. 
Its speculations may at 
least repress our tendency to dogmatism, 
by instructing ns that appearances may 
after ail deceive, and that truth is a very 
subtle thing, evading m any a boasting 
proclaim er of it, and coming only con­ 
sciously to him , who in some m om ent of 
moral exaltation, and from some m ountain 
of transcendent v í s í o 
d , sees the King in all 
his glory and the country which is, per­ 
haps not so ver}' far off.

Im p o rta n t. 
A few days ago a circular, purporting to 
be issued by the journeym en tailors of Sac­ 
ram ento, appeared on the streets, by means 
of which they attem pted to appeal to the 
organized labor and the general public not 
to patronize the firm of Joe Poheim and 
others.

El Dorado is not excelled for the excel­ 
lence of its fruit by any other county in 
the State, and the pavilion exhibit, especi­ 
ally in the agricultural and horticultural 
line, is always fine.

The adm irers ot this gifted songstress no 
doubt are sorry to hear of her affliction, for 
her beautiful voice has endeared her to 
m any. Christine was born at Hussaly, 
W exio, Sweden. A ugust 3, 1843. 
Her 
father was a peasant, but a musician like­ 
wise. leader of the choir of the parish 
church and a performer on the violin. He 
taught his son Carl how to play, and Chris­ 
tine, w hile a child, would pick out for her­ 
self on the Instrum ent the tunes she heard 
her brother play. In the course of time 
her voice and musical intelligence became 
an attraction in the neighborhood of her 
home, and Christine was soon heard sing­ 
ing in country fairs, w hither her father had 
taken her for the purpose. Thornerbjelm , 
Magistrate of Ljanby, having heard her 
sing, offered to provide for her musical 
education. 
She was accordingly placed 
under the instructions of M lie. Valerius, 
w ho afterward became Baroness of Leu- 
hnsen. 
H er removal to Stockholm, where 
she studied under Franz Berwald, suc­ 
ceeded, from whence she went to Paris, in 
which city W artel gave her a three years’ 
course of preparation for her appearance as 
an opera singer. 
H er debut was made in 
October, ISffi.at the Theater Lyrique, Paris, 
in Verdi’s "Traviata.” 
It w h s a success, 
and she subsequently appeared in the same 
theater in “ Don Giovanni ” and as Astra- 
flam m ante in Mozart’s “ Magic Flute.” 


H er first appearance in London was in 
1867, in “ T raviata.” 
H er assum ption of 
M arguerite in Gounod’s “ F au st” 
took 
place in the English capital a little later. 
M Ile.Nilsson reappeared in Paris in March, 
1868, at the Grand Opera House, as Ophe­ 
lia iu Ambrose Thomas “ H am let.” Pro­ 
ceeding to England in the same year, she 
took part in the H andel commemoration 
at thfe Crystal Palace, Sydenham . She 
sang in concerts only from this tim e until 
the fall of 1871. when she assumed the 
part of Mignon in Thom as' celebrated 
opera. 
H er m arriage to Auguste Rou- 
zeaud, a m erchant of Paris, took place at 
W estm inster Abbey, 
London, in July, 
1872. 
A few m onths later she began her 
career of trium ph at St, Petersburg. 
D ur­ 
ing tiie winter of 1873 74 Mile. Nils*on 
sang in the United States, where her Elsa, 
in “ Lohengrin," was hailed as a surpassing 
success. H er latest visit to the United 
Slates was in the season of 1882-93, subse­ 
quent to her widowhood. H er first hus­ 
band died iu the year 1881, and she subse­ 
quently m arried Count Miranda. 
Mile. Nilsson’s voice is a high soprano, 
w ith considerable hrea'h and rem arkable 
firmness of tone. H er academical traiuing 
was of the best, and she sing3 with perfect 
taste. 


LOST HIS DIAMONDS. 


The Shall Lohcn H im ltag of I>::unoml, in 
a London Cab. 
New Y ork, July 21st.—The LondoD ca­ 
blegram to the Sun says : 
The Shah still 
goes on sight-seeing, 
though his unlucky Majesty is getting very 
tired of it. H e goes to sleep more and 
more, misses his engagements and occa­ 
sionally protests against being taken away 
from som ething that he likes. H e does not 
w ant to go to Glagsow or to stay at other 
places, but. as a globe-trotter, he is bound 
to globe-trot, although he is a King, and he 
keeps going ahead. 
H e has just had a very serious nerve- 
storm , and some of his attendants have had 
a much worse one. 
Four of these dark 
Persian gentlemen are intrusted with the 
care ot a hlack leather bag. which contains 
about $5,000,000 worth of the Shah's best 
jewels. The fact has come to light thut 
when the tihah arrived at Hatfield, Lord 
Salisbury’s place, the hag of jewels was 
missing and not one of the four unlucky 
attendants could find it. 
A special train 
was sent back to London, and after a long 
h u n t the bag of diam onds, rubies and so 
on, was found in the royal stables in the 
boot of a drag, which had carried the 
Shah's luggage to the railroad station, a 
wonderful opportunity for Loudon’s pro­ 
fessional thieves. 
W hen the four Persians intrusted with 
the jewels recovered the bag they actually 
kissed it and embraced it and carried it off 
to the Shah, all holding on to it together. 
Their fate on returning to Persia if they 
had lost these jewels is not pleasant to con­ 
tem plate but very easy to guess. 
The confidence in the Shah's moral char­ 
acter is becoming more and more under­ 
mined. 
It is well-known that he brought 
w ith him ooe young Circassian girl, whom 
he had received as a present from his M in­ 
ister in Constantinople, 
and 
this was 
thought quite moderate on his part and did 
not call forth any special outcry from the 
B ritish matron, bnt now it is rum ored that, 
besides the Circassian to which he confesses, 
the Shah has two specimens from his 
harem going about with him dressed in 
Persian m en’s clothes. 
The Shah apparently does not consider a 
long list of wives altogether w ithout its un­ 
pleasant points, and I have it as a fact from 
the Grand Old Man’s son, H erbert Glad­ 
stone, that he the Shah actually did say, 
whet, informed that Mr. Gladstone was on 
the point of celebrating his golden wedding, 
that he was not certain but that it was bet­ 
ter to live fifty years with one woman than 
one year with fifty women.

LONDON’S 
HO 1IHO It. 


Two Men in Custody W hose Stories are 
Not C redited. 
London, Ju ly 21st.—One of the most in­ 
teresting and perhaps most 
significant 
points connected with the m urder of Alice 
Mackenzie, the last victim of Jack, the 
Ripper, is one to which attention has not 
been called. 
W hen the August, September 
and November murders were committed last 
year the num ber of Constables on patrol 
duty in the “ m urder district” was strength­ 
ened by 100 extra men from other divisions. 
There were at th at tim e 300 men in uni­ 
form and plain clothes on night duty in a 
comparatively small area. As the excite­ 
m ent lessened the torce gradually decreased, 
until two weeks ago there were only forty 
left of the extra allowance. 
Last Monday, 
by orders from headquarters, the extra 
forty were withdrawn. On the following 
night the eighth m urder was committed. 
This singular coincidence would of itself 
have some value. Added to the fact that 
every one of the m urdets showed a know l­ 
edge of police customs and rules, it must 
prove to the police that the field to be 
covered in the search of the assassin is not 
large, and probably w ithin theW hitechapel 
district. The celerity with which the Rip­ 
per accomplished his purpose after the 
withdrawal of the extra police m ight be 
accepted as evidence that he wits waiting 
lor such an order, and that the mom ent 
the order was given he was aware ot the 
circumstance. 
The ex-policeman is generally a doubtful 
character, because no m an is discharged 
from the force w ithout good reason. The 
information of police m atters possessed by 
the Ripper seems sufficient ground for in ­ 
vestigation of such ex-members as spend 
their tim e in or about W hitechapel. In 
hunting for clews the police display much 
patience, if not much intelligence. The 
absolute lack of a trail has a paralyzing 
eflect. Every m an, woman or child with 
a story tending to throw light on the m ur­ 
ders is listened to, but w ithout advantage 
so far. 
Brodie, the m an who walked into the 
station and said he had comm itted the 
murders—he did not 
appear to know 
w hether eight or nine—was given a hear­ 
ing yesterday. The testim ony of his lodging- 
nouse keeper was tnat Brodie was in his 
room from 11 o'clock Tuesday night until 
noon on W ednesday. Brodie proved un­ 
truthful on other m aterial points also, but 
he insisted so strenuously that he was the 
Ripper that he was held on his own con­ 
fession of being the m urderer of Alice 
Mackenzie, though the charge against him 
was that he was a wandering lunatic. 
He 
said to the M agistrate: “ Do I look like 
one? I asa as sane as any m an in this 
Court, I cun assure you.” 
H is appearance 
belied his words. 
John Royal, the m an arrested on the 
charge of attem pting to dissect NoraBrown 
on the Surrey side of the Tham es this 
morning, was rem anded for a week. No­ 
body thinks that he is the Ripper. 
Everybody is still talking ut the Ripper, 
and the smooth style in which he does his 
awful work. Many are under suspicion, 
but day by day the num ber lessens. Jack 
seems as safe from detection as if in the 
center of Africa, instead of the center of 
London.

A r t if ic ia l S ilk . 
Mr. Chardonnet has succeeded in pre­ 
paring a new artificial silk—a silk which 
bears the same relation to the natural a rti­ 
cle as celluloid does to ivory. 
Its prepar­ 
ation is somewhat as follows. 
Cellulose 
(cotton, or w hatever may be available), 
after being treated with a m ixture of 
nitric and sulphuric acids in equal propor­ 
tions, as for the making of gun-cotton, is 
dissolved in a m ixture of alcohol and ether, 
to which is added some perchloride of 
iron or protochloride of tin and tannic 
acid. The solution thus obtained is placed 
in a vertical vessel term inating in a small 
tube or in a diaphragm pierced with fine 
holes, so th at it can run out into a ve*tsel 
full of water slightly acidulated w ith 
nitric acid. 
The tine fluid filament which 
comes out takes on immediately a more or 
less solid consistency, and forms a thread 
which can be wound on a spool. 
The 
thread thus obtained resembles silk very 
closely, and is equally strong and elastic. 
It is not attacked by water, cold or warm, 
nor by the acids and alkalies moderately 
concentrated. By introducing into the so­ 
lution coloring materials, one may obtain 
threads of any desired shade. This artificial 
silk is said to be extrem ely inflammable— 
an objection which it is hoped to over­ 


come. 
I t is probable th at the nitric acid 
can be replaced by some other which will 
render it less combustible. 
W hen this 
progress has been realized, we shall have a 
new textile fabric of the greatest im port­ 
ance.— American Analusl.
